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““And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Self-Justification Via Shifted Responsibility 


Text: “When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this just person: 
see ye to it,” Matt. 27:24. 

That same old spirit of self-justifica- 
tion via shifted responsibility which was 
first practiced by our foreparents, when 
Adam blamed Eve with his own individ- 
ual act of eating the forbidden fruit and 
she in turn shifted all the responsibility 
onto the serpent, was here manifested by 
Pilate and, sad to say, is still prevalent in 
the land today, not only among sinners 
but professing followers of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ. Prov. 23:23 says, “Buy the 
truth and sell it not.” Psa, 15:4 says in 
the description given by David of a citi- 
zen of Zion, “He that sweareth to his 
own hurt and changeth not.” There are 
not many but what come short of the 
glory of God sometimes, but oh, how 
much becter, when we see our faults, to 
acknowledge our shortcomings instead of 
shifting the blame on this, that, or the 
other, which is only detrimental to our 
ownselves and which, as in Pilate’s case, 
in nowise exonerates us. The Word 
teaches that every man is tempted when 
he is drawn away of his own lust and 
enticed. 

In reference to our text we all know 
the story of how Pilate, in a measure, 
tried to prevail with the people in behalf 
of Jesus, insomuch that he said, “I 
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find no fault in him.” In studying God’s 
Word and history we find that the power 
lay in his hands to protect the dear Son 
of God, but for fear of public sentiment, 
which doubtless would have led to hos- 
tility, his courage weakened and in order 
to avoid trouble he submitted to their 
blood-thirsty clamoring and consented by 
his actions to the crucifixion of Jesus, re- 
leasing unto them the guilty Barabbas. 
You will agree with me that just merely 
washing his hands in a little water did 
not remove the stain of guilt from his 
soul; neither did the willingness of the 
people take the blood of Jesus upon them 
and their children. The fact that he 
could have protected Him and was in a 
position which gave him power co do so, 
made him as guilty, if net more so, than 
the ones who pierced Him in the side and 
drove the nails through His innocent 
hands, 

Just here I am forcibly reminded of 
a dream I once had in regard to some 
local church trouble where we were en- 
gaged in the Lord’s work at that time. 
In my dream I was vividly impressed 
with two characters who were involved 
in the trouble. One was a dear sister who 
was willing to submit and even suffer 
wrong and misrepresentation in order 
that the trouble be satisfactorily settled 
and peace reign again in the church. I 
shall never forget the halo of light which 
encircled her head which in my dream 
seemed to be characteristic of Jesus. The 


other one was a man, and furthermore 
a deacon, who took on an unreasonable 
spirit and instead of using the power in- 
vested in him as a deacon and in a Bible 
way go about settling the trouble he lost 
his patience and with the spirit of Pi- 
late said, “I’ll wash my hands of the 
whole affair.” In my dream he had a 
black band around his forehead and was 
typical of Pilate. I am sure you will 
again agree with me that whatever loss 
the church sustained through this impe- 
tuous act will stand against him unless 
he repented and made it right. Oh, that 
each of us would be wholehearted and 
truehearted to the trust committed unto 
us. We find that David’s faithfulness in 
the performance of little things com- 
mitted to him, although unseen by people, 
served to fit him for a task which had 
baffled the armies of Israel for so long. 
We should let nothing cause us to 
shift responsibility thereby easing our 
conscience by trying to console ourselves 
with the thought that the blame lies upon 
another, True exemption from any wrong 
only comes when we have used every 
means of power we have over whatever 
the circumstance might be. To be sure 
many times the responsibility does not 
wholly lic upon one. In such cases we 
can only carry out our responsibility as 
far as it goes. But beloved, I am per- 
suaded upon the authority of God’s 
Word, that we are required to do that

Nothing is so easily broken or so hard 
to mend as the heart of man. 
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The Dispensation of Law 


Our last article was on the Dispensa- 
tion of Promise and we left Jacob and 
his sons and all their possessions in 
Egypt. Joseph at that time was governor 
of Egypt. He finally became king and 
when he died he made his brethren prom- 
ise that they would take his bones back 
to Canaan, and this they endeavored to 
do. 


In the time of bitter bondage God 
raised up a deliverer through Moses. Now 
we are writing on the Dispensation of 
Law which lasted from the exodus from 
Egvnt to the birth of Christ, 


In the previous dispensations God al- 
lowed men to govern for Him but now 
He is beginning a period in which He 
Himself will govern the people. God 
hearing the cries of His people in bitter 
bondage, sent them a deliverer, and after 
a contest with Pharach, sending the 
plagues and finally the death of the first- 
born into the Egyptian families, Pha- 
raoh let God’s people go. 

The deliverance of Israel falls into 
three chief divisions. First, Israel in 
Egypt, Exodus, chapters 1-15. Second, 
from the Red Sea to Sinai, chapters 16- 
18. Third, Israel at Sinai, chapters 19- 
40. The events in Exodus cover a period 
of 216 years. At the time of Moses’ visit 
on the mount, God gave him the Ten 
Commandments, and on his return to the 
camp the people had made them a golden 
calf and were worshiping in the manner 
of the Egyptians. Moses was grieved and 
he threw the stones of commandments 
down and broke them. After rebuking 
them severely he went to God in prayer 
and God told him He was going to de- 
stroy these people. Moses stood as an in- 
tercessor between God and the people and 
said, ““O Lord, if you are going to de- 
stroy these people, blot me out also.” 
Moses’ relation to the children of Israel 
was the same as Christ to a lost world. 
He appeased the wrath of God and stood 
as an intercessor between Gva and th2 
lost people. 


After returning and meeting God on 
the mount, he came back with a stone 
with the commandments rewritten and 
a thorough record and understanding of 
all thar had ever happened, and it is from 
this book of Genesis, written by Moses, 
that we have record of the antediluvian 
world and alse the creative age. Now God 
is setting up what is known as a govern- 
ment of theocracy. It was God’s inten- 
tion to Himself rule on earth, through 
man as His representative. God was to 
appoint the persons chosen, that is, He 
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told Moses whom He wanted as preach- 
ers, priests, etc. 

Their wilderness journey continued for 
forty years. It was through Moses that 
all commandments were given. Every 
tribe was placed around the tabernacle in 
perfect order; every tribe had its duties 
to perform. In fact, this was one of the 
most perfect organizations ever known 
and it continued throughout their wilder- 
ness journey. There were times in the 
history of this journey that the people 
were disobedient and God’s wrath was 
kindled against them. The earth swal- 
lowed them up and because of their mur- 
muring and complaining God sent serp- 
ents into the camp. God told Moses to 
make a serpent of brass and place it on 
a pole and all who looked would be 
healed. This, of course, was a type of 
Christ as He was lifted up for fallen man. 


The book of Leviticus gives us the 
perfect order of the priestly sacrifices 
and how God ordered His people, 


through His servant Moses. The burnt 
offerings were a type of Christ offering 
Himself without spot to God. The crea- 
tures acceptable for sacrifice were five: 
the bullock or ox, a type of Christ as a 
patient and enduring servant; the sheep, 
a type of Christ, a type of self-surren- 
der to death, Isa. 53:7; Acts 8:32-35; 
the goat, which typifies the sinner, Matt. 
25:33; the turtledove or pigeon, natural- 
ly a symbol of mourning and innocence, 
Isa. 38:14. The fire by which these sac- 
rifices were consumed was essentially a 
symbol of God’s holiness, as such it ex- 
pressed God in-three ways: First, God in 
judgment upon the wicked; second, in 
the manifestations of Himself, and of 
that which He approves; third, in purifi- 
cation. There was also sweet savour of- 
ferings, so called because they typified 
Christ in His own perfections. In the 
meal offering, the fine flour speaks of 
the evenness and balance of the character 
of Christ, of that perfection in which 
ro quality was in excess, there was none 
like it. The entire tabernacle service was 
typical of complete redemption of which 
Christ is the author. This was all to be 
carried out under the commands of God’s 
representatives. The dispensation of law 
was to bring man to Christ and every 
officer and priest was to be appointed 
through God’s direction. 

The book of Numbers derives its name 
from the fact that it records the enumer- 
ation of Israel. Historically, Numbers 
takes up the story where Exodus left off. 
Numbers is in five chief divisions: first, 
the order of the host, 1:1-10:1; second, 


from Sinai to Kadesh-barnea, 10:11-12: 
16; third, Israel at Kadesh-barnea, 13:1- 
19:22; fourth, the wilderness wander- 
ings, 20:1-33:49; fifth, closing instruc- 
tions, 33:50-36:13. 


DEUTERONOMY 

Deuteronomy consists of the parting 
counsel of Moses delivered to Israel. It 
contains a summary of the history ot 
Israel, a restatement of the law, with 
warnings, also instructions and predic- 
tions. After they had reached Kadesh- 
barnea the second time, God spoke to 
Moses and directed him in battle against 
Sihon, king of Amorites, which dwelt in 
Heshbon, and also against Og, king of 
Bashan. Moses was successful in his en- 
counters among these heathen kings and 
followed the Lord’s advice strictly. It is 
in Deuteronomy we have recorded again 
the Ten Commandments as God gave 
them to Moses, and all the strict com- 
mands and rules and_ regulations laid 
down for the children after they got in- 
to the Promised Land were recorded in 
Deuteronomy. In the 31st chapter of 
Deuteronomy we have recorded rhe last 
counsels to the priests, Levites, and to 
Joshua. Moses rehearses the sayings of the 
Lord to him and tells them that the Lord 
said he should not go over this Jordan. 
He commanded the Levites which bore 
the ark of the covenant to take the book 
of the law and put it in the side of the 
ark of the covenant, that it might be 
there for a witness. After Moses talked 
with Joshua and the people he walked 
down through the congregation and from 
there to Mt. Nebo and viewed the Prom- 
ised Land, and while he wept because of 
his failure to get into that goodly land, 
God showed him something better. 


After Moses’ death Joshua met the 
Lord and God told him to “arise and go 
over Jordan, thou and all this people.” 
He said, “Be strong and of a good cour- 
age: for unto this people shalt thy divide 
for an inheritance the land, which I 
sware unto their fathers to give them.” 
Joshua commanded the officers to pass 
through the hosts and command them to 
prepare themselves victuals for in three 
days they were to pass over Jordan. And 
the people answered him saying, “All 
that thou commandest us we will do.” 
Joshua sent out two men to spy out the 
land secretly. They went into the house 
of Rahab and lodged there. Rahab treated 
them kindly and by so doing she pre- 
served her life. When the people of Jeri- 
cho sought the spies she let them down

THE SOUL NEEDS A DAILY 
RENEWING 

“For which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish, yet the 
inward man is renewed day by day,” 
2 Cor. 4:16. 

The writer refers to the sufferings of 
the apostles. Their sufferings were over- 
ruled for the good of the churches and 
the glory of God. Through God’s mercy 
they were graciously kept amid persecu- 
tions and excessive labors and_ priva- 
tions, and being divinely strengthened 
they “faint not.” 

1. Notice “The inward man” refers to 
the mind or soul, that living, intellectual 
being which thinks, wills, desires, etc. 
All moral qualities and responsibilities 
have to do with the soul. The body-—— 
the outward man—is the abode of the 
“inner man.” The senses and members of 
the body obey the supreme dictations of 
the soul. The inner man has its desires 
and necessities. It is capable of exhaustion 
and weakness, may be wounded or in- 
jured. It may be diseased and is exposed 
to spiritual death. 

2. The inner man may be renewed day 
by day, that is, restored, invigorated, 
encouraged and sustained. The Chris- 
tian’s labors, conflicts, sufferings, and 
temptations produce weakness, discour- 
agement and weariness, therefore, he 
needs to be renewed lest he faint and fail 
in the great conflict with evil. 

HE NEEDS: 

1. The renewing of his desires. That 
hunger and thirst for God and spiritual 
things is to be kept up. When the appe- 
tites of the soul are overcome by dullness 
and deadness, spiritual life will only ex- 
ist feebly. 

2. The renewing of our affections. 
That supreme love of God, His blessed 
life-giving Word, the means of grace and 
love for His ordinances and holy pre- 
cepts needs to be constantly renewed. 

3. Our spiritual life and power needs 
to be renewed—the power to resist evil, 
to please the Lord and to really make 
progress in the Christian life. This re- 
newal must be constant, “day by day.” 
It is thus the body is renewed day by 
day, and thus day by day the earth is re- 
newed with dews and showers. 

THE MANNER OF THIS RENEW- 
ING 

1. It is through the channel of God's 
Word. “He sent his word and_ healed 
them.” Psa, 107:20. And again, “Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 





words.” 1 Thess. 4:18. ““Nourished up in 
the words of faith and good doctrine.” 
1 Tim. 4:6. And once more, ‘These 
things have I written unto you..... 
that ye may know ....... and that 
ye may believe.” 1 John 5:13. 


2. It is by the presence and power of 
the Spirit. He revives, quickens, and 
strengthens the child of God and girds 
him with power for every conflict. “Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” Zech. 4: 
6. 

3. God renews the inner man by put- 
tine His blessing upon our service and 
ministry. “They that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they shall 
run and not be weary; and they shall 
walk and not faint.” Isa. 40:31, “Be of 
good courage, and he shall strengthen 
your heart, all ye that hope in the 
Lord.” Psa. 31:24. 





Has Christ become to us such a living, 
bright reality that no post of duty shall 
be irksome; that as His witnesses we can 
stay at the bright home side, or go to 
distant service among the heathen, with 
hearts more than glad, more than satis- 
fied, and perhaps more glad and more 
satisfied in Him when most stripped, it 
may be, of earthly friends and treasures 
—and most sad. Let us pur all our treas- 
ures into His hands; then He will never 
need to take them from us on account of 
heart idolatry; and if in love and in wis- 
dom He removes them for a time, He will 
leave no vacuum, but Himself fill the 
void, Himself wipe every tear, 





Peatecost is normal Christianity. Jt is 
here that the Church is normal and finds 
her true level. But how largely we are 
subnormal. A man physically subnormal 
is much more susceptible to disease and 
succumbs to disease germs which he 
would easily throw off if normal. Many 
things give us trouble—mere  trifles 
about position, power, and things that 
are not weighty or essential. These things 
exist because we are spiritually below the 
standard—we are subnormal. Will we 
have our troubles diagnosed and then seek 
the remedy?

Jeremiah’s Call 
Jer. 1:1-9. 


A true prophet was God’s representa- 
tive among men. Through the prophet 
God revealed Himself and carried on His 
work. The Word of God was the 
prophet’s message and all that he per- 
formed was in accord with that word and 
message. 

God often called the prophet in a 
miraculous way. As Moses (Ex. 3), Sam- 
uel (1 Sam. 3), Isaiah (Is. 6:1-9), 
Ezekiel (Ezek. 1), and others we could 
name. 

The prophets had the divine stamp of 
approval upon their ministry. What was 
even more, they went at God’s command, 
prophesied and taught as He directed 
them. Truly it was a most sacred calling 
to be a prophet ef Jehovah. 

1. In the case of Jeremiah God had 
chosen him before his birth for this holy 
calling (verse 5), In his call at this time 
God was merely confirming what He had 
done long before. 

2. Jeremiah must have been a timid 
youth. He said to God, “Behold I can- 
not speak, I am a child.” He is supposed 
to have been not less than twenty years 
of age at this time. No doubt, he felt 
very keenly the responsibility of his 
sacred call. 

3. God’s reply to Jeremiah contained 
an assurance of His presence and power 
upon his ministry. The Lord said, “Say 
not I am a child; for thou shalt go to 
all that I send thee, and whatsoever I 
command thee thou shalt speak.” Be not 
afraid of their faces: for 1 am with thee 
to deliver thee, saith the Lord (vs. 7, 8). 

4. This promise God made good to 
Jeremiah, for He “put forth his hand,” 
touched his mouth and said, “I have put 
my words in thy mouth.” V. 9. Jere- 
miah’s ministry gave every evidence of 
God’s presence and blessing. God’s Word 
was fulfilled in him and so the faithful 
gospel minister today, who takes the 
place of the prophet, may as truly ex- 
pect God’s blessing and approval on his 
ministry. 





We live by faith. We eat, we sleep, we 
work by faith. We trust our parents and 
friends. We trust the bed to hold us, the 
chair to support us, the food to nourish 
us. The same faith in God that we have 
in people and things gives us a perfect 
salvation. 





The person who wants to follow the 
Lord by sight will never follow Him at 
all unless he gets his spiritual eyes open 
so he can see the Lord by faith.

REPORT FROM INDIA 
Chengannur P. O., Travancore, 
South India, Feb. 11, 1937. 

Beloved Coworkers: 

“O give thanks unto the Lord, for He 
is good: for His mercy endureth for 
ever.” 

We held our 14th annual convention 
from Jan. 17-24, inclusive, on our camp 
ground at Kumbanad. The power and 
manifestation of the Holy Spirit was 
prevalent throughout all the meetings, 
and in every way it seemed one of thz 
best and most blessed conventions we 
have ever held. The pandal or tabernacle 
was made larger than last year and was 
capacitated to seat six thousand people. 
This was packed during the last meeting 
and it was estimated that about two 
thousand peuple stood on the outskirts 
of it. 

Each meeting brought forth the unex- 
pected, so that we never knew what 
would follow next in ministrations. How 
beautifully everything works out when 
we allow the Holy Ghost to have the 
right of way. In the preparation of this 
convention, we had decided to invite 
various speakers but some of those whom 
we anticipated taking part disappointed 
us. However, the Holy Spirit sent along 
a Brother W. Clay, missionary under the 
“Go-Ye” Fellowship, Los Angeles, Calit., 
who also excused himself at first, but 
later wrote that he would come, because 
the Lord had spoken to his wife making 
her willing to part with him for a time, 
even though she was not well and would 
have to stay alone. Brother Clay’s mes- 
sages were spoken in three languages— 
English, Malayalam and Tamil, since we 
had about twenty-five people from the 
Tamil country, a rew door recently 
opened to us by the Lord. 

One night we were surprised to have 
Brother Burgess and Brother Yunker, 
missionaries of the Assemblies of God, 
who gave us a feast of good things. The 
time passed so quickly that it was 11:30 
p- m. before the benediction was _pro- 
nounced. Another meeting ended after 
midnight, so you can imagine the inter- 
est of the people since this meeting began 
at 7:30. 

We also had a veteran Anglo-Saxon 
missionary, Brother Charles Cumine, who 
was with me when I started the work 
here in Travancore 23 years ago. He is 
now 84 years old, and it did one good to 
see this old veteran dance’ around for 
joy on the platform. We also had sev- 
eral blessed testimonies from those of the 


Tamil country who had dedicated them- 
selves to the Lord’s work there. During 
the messages, the Holy Spirit often spoke 
and the interpretations were given. 
This seemed to just fit in with what was 
said in the Gospel messages. The tarrying 
meetings which were held in the early 
morning were also very blessed, four re- 
ceiving the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
Of these, two are from the Tamil coun- 
try. 

On the last day of the feast, Sunday, 
the meeting commenced at 10 a. m. 
with a baptismal service, when twenty- 
eight foliowed the Lord in baptism. It 
was a glorious time, and oh, what shout- 
ing and singing rent the air. The gen- 
eral meeting followed this service, and 
continued until 3:30 p, m. The men- 
tioning of the “blood,” the preparation 
of the saints, the Lord’s soon coming and 
a few other points brought rhe power 
down in such copious showers that for 
some time it was impossible to minister. 
Words cannot be found to describe these 
times of ministrations. 

Of course, the devil also was doing his 
part in hindering in every possible way. 
Our eldest and youngest sons got down 
with measles, and Mrs. Cook had to turn 
to nursing. However she could hold on 
in prayer although she was unable to at- 
tend many meetings. Then on Saturday 
night, a dear elderly missionary _ sister 
from England fell and fractured her 
arm near the shoulder. We could men- 
tion other onslaughts of the enemy, but 
JESUS IS VICTOR, and thus we pre- 
vailed. Praise God. Glory to His name. 

The Tamil people were so inspired by 
this convention, that they at once 
planned an evangelistic campaign in one 
of their villages. After a week’s rest, our 
general field evangelist, myself and 
others ser out for this village which is 
one hundred and fifteen miles from head- 
quarters. Just near the end of the journey 
we had to turn into a little village road, 
our destination being about two miles 
away. I thought that our old Ford which 
has been in active missionary service 11 
years would go to pieces, because the road 
looked as if an earthquake had struck it. 
I believe it was only prayer that got the 
old car through to its destination. 

After reaching the village I had to 
pray for myself because I have not been 
in contact with SUCH filth for some 
years. Pigs, chickens, buffaloes, oxen, 
dogs, vermin, and what not, were to be 
my companions for the next five days. 
Temples and idolatry were evident 
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throughout the whole village. The 
Church of England Missionary Society 
started their work in this place over half 
a century ago and have about 300 com- 
municants, but they cannot be distin- 
guished from their heathen countrymen. 
Oh how deplorable! 


Our first meeting was well-attended, 
but because of gross darkness concerning 
spiritual things and the darkened minds, 
it was very hard to deliver messages with 
freedom, but thank God, a number of 
hands went up at the invitation. I be- 
lieve that Jesus found an entrance in a 
number of these darkened hearts. Time 
only will tell when the seed will sprout. 
In the afternoons, we made our way 
across a river to a little tamarind grove 
where we had times of exhortation and 
waiting upon the Lord. I am sure the 
hours spent there will no doubt have a 
lasting impression upon those who were 
present. These were the first meetings of 
this kind that the people of those parts 
had ever experienced. 


Early Sunday morning I was asked to 
go round and visit the households of the 
believers in our fellowship, who are less 
than a year old spiritually. They belonged 
to the Church Missionary Society, but 
were quite ignorant of salvation. On go- 
ing from house to house and meeting the 
different families, I was amazed to note 
how few of these women could tell who 
the Lord Jesus Christ was. However, 
each household dedicated itself to the 
Lord, and we believe that God will give 
the increase. A good many gave _ their 
hearts to the Lord, but spiritual instruc- 
tion is highly necessary before we bap- 
tize them. 

There, are many other villages in this 
Ramnad district that are waiting for the 
Full Gospel, but the laborers are few: 
Some of the men who have come out on 
the Lord’s side from these parts realize 
the need and have received the call, but 
they feel the need of Biblical instruc- 
tion. Should the Lord tarry, we intend to 
have Bible classes in their vicinity in 
May. Four'sacks of rice have already been 
pledged for this purpose. 

I anticipate going to these parts again 
in July, when the heavy rains are on here 
in Travancore. My heartstrings pull 
strongly for the Tamil country. I want 
to see the thousands there drawn into the 
Full Gospel net, as I have been privileged 
to see in Travancore, To God shall be all 
the glory; great things He hath done 
and will do. Please pray much for this 
open door, that laborers, strength and 
finances will be forthcoming. I am sure 
you will not let the golden opportunity 
of taking an interest in this field pass by. 
May the Lord richly bless you is our 
prayer.—Your brother and_ co-laborer, 
Robert F. Cook.

While his body was racked with pain 
we would often hear him sing, “Don’t 
you want to go to that land where I’m 
bound,” and it seemed the Lord would 
bless him so he could hardly contain it. 

From the beginning of his sickness he 
seemed to realize that the Lord was go- 
ing to take him and bade everyone fare- 
well just before he died. He told his 
wife how he appreciated her in standing 
by him in his work.

We are now in or- 
der and intend to stay ‘n order with the 
Church. 

July 4 we had an all-day annual 
meeting, Brother Baughman in charge. 
Different preachers were present and de- 
livered timely messages. The saints who 
attended were made to rejoice in a Sav- 
ior’s love. 

We are going on with the Lord. From 
May 11, 1935 to Jan. 19, 1936 four 
more were added to the church. Brother 
and Sister Paul P. Carpenter took charge 
of this place then and oh, how the Lord 
did bless us together. We had some of the 
most wonderful times that can be had 
on God’s beautiful earth. 


We had no Sunday School up to this 
time. Brother and Sister Carpenter got 
on the firing line and we co-operated 
with them and a Sunday School was or- 
ganized on Feb. 16 with twenty-three 
members. We are still growing larger. We 
are getting along fine in our Sunday 
School. All officers and teachers are filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Oh, how the Lord 
does bless us, 


On May 11, 1936, exactly one year 
from the day the church was set in orde-, 
we bought this old church building. We 
co-operated with our pastor and started 
to remodel this building. A new roof was 
put on and it was painted on the out- 
side. The interior was also remodeled. W2 
surely praise Brother and Sister Carpen- 
ter for they worked hard. Brother Car- 
penter has not only the name as a Carpen- 
ter but worked hard with the carpenters 
on the roof and everywhere. 


On July 4 an all-day meeting took 
place once more bur in our new church. 
Our dear state overseer, Brother C. H. 
Blankenship, gave this new church build- 
ing to our Lord and He blessed us in a 
wonderful way in return. Now we have 
a fine church building, one of the besz 
in the state, I am safe to say. There is 
no mortgage on it. Praise God! We are 
not so many in number but hope through 
the grace of God to increase. We want to 
have a revival in the near future, so pray 
everywhere that the Lord may save, 
sanctify and baptize with the Holy Ghost 
and add to the Church of God.

much. Eph. 6:13 says, “Wherefore take 
unto you the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand.” This 
signifies that when we have done all we 
can do, just plant our feet, so to speak, 

and stand. 

A very sad picture of the consequence 
of our subject is found in 1 Sam. 15 
where Saul, after a noble and courageous 
career, was anointed king by Samuel. 
With his coronation came the command 
to go up and destroy the Amalekites and 
all their possessions. Instead of obeying 
in detail he spared the best of the flocks 
and Agag, but as is recorded in the Holy 
Writ, “Be sure your sins will find you 
out,” it so happened that old faithful, 
prayerful Samuel detected the lowing of 
the cattle and the bleating of the sheep 
and when Saul came running out declar- 
ing that he had done even as the Lord 
h ad commanded, Samuel answered, 
“What meaneth then the bleating of the 
sheep?” Saul began to make excuses, say- 
ing that THE PEOPLE spared the best 
of the flocks for a sacrifice unto the 
Lord. But was Samuel satisfied with this 
explanation? Nay! for we hear him an- 
swer, “Behold to obey is better than sac- 
rifice and to hearken than the fat of 
rams.” For this one act of disobedience, 
although shifted onto the people, Saul 
received his just recompense of reward 
and was immediately dethroned. When 
we take things into our own _ hands, 
striving to please both people and God 
we will find ourselves in the middle of 
a bad fix. Above all things, strive to 
please God, let it please whom it may. 

1 heard of an evangelist once who 
stood boldly for sanctification as a sec- 
ond definite work of grace. God marvel- 
ously blessed her labors. In the course of 
time she began to leave off that most im- 
portant teaching. Her reason for so do- 
ing, as expressed by her, was that she 
could win more souls for God if she did 
not preach it. In a few years her hither- 
to fruitful ministry became a reproach 
to the way of the cross. 

It does not always necessitate actions 
or words to manifest Pilate’s spirit. Of - 
tentimes our silence places us there. If 
a brother in the Lord is being bemeaned 
by some one and we stand silently by, 
never lifting our voices or wielding our 
influence in their defense when we know 
them to be innocent, but rather than 
“to kick against the prick” as it were by 
our silence consent to their crucifixion, 
are we not also guilty? 

I have often thought of the grand and 
noble calling of our ministry and those in 
authority and the great responsibility 
which rests upon each. It behooves us as 
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the body of Christ to seek God in their 
behaif that they will ever keep the in- 
terest of the work of God uppermost in 
their minds, letting neither position; 
church prestige, human sympathy or any 
such thing cause them to fail to perform 
such duties which rest upon each re- 
spectively. 

It is so easy, if viewed from a 
natural standpoint, to push the hard 
things off on the other fellow. Or if we 
feel that another year our field of labor 
will be changed, just lose interest to a 
certain extent, not earnestly striving to 
carry out our part of the program as 
near as possible up to the time our duty 
expires. I am sure if we have the inter- 
est of the work at heart we will want to 
leave things in as prosperous condition 
as possible and it wiil be the delight of 
our hearts to hear of the work progress- 
ing after it has been changed into the 
hands of another, with a hearty “God 
bless you,” coupled with a desire to see 
every man stand at his post discharging 


his duty with a heart full of love.

over the wall. After their return and re- 
port, they removed from Shittim and 
came to Jordan. Joshua commanded the 
priests saying, ‘““Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and pass over before the peo- 
ple.” As the priests bearing the ark, 
stepped into the waters rhe waters parted 
and they passed over in front of the 
people into the midst of Jordan and 
there stood until all the people had passed 
over. The Lord told Joshua to take him 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jordan 
and take them over with him. 


Joshua was very successful in his at- 
tacks on the inhabitants of the land. We 
all know the story of how the Jericho 
walls fell down, but there was one battle 
that went against him, the conquest at 
Ai, and as he attacked these people they 
overpowered them. Joshua went back in 
the camp to pray and God showed him 
there was sin in the camp. Achan had 
hid the golden wedge and the Babylonian 
garment and God commanded Joshua to 
stone him and all his family. This was 
an awful penalty for sin but it, showed 
God’s disapproval of dishonesty and un- 
truthfulness. 


One mistake that God’s people made, 
they failed to carry out fully the instruc- 
tions given them by Joshua concerning 
the inhabitants and their different allot- 
ments. All fought together until the en- 
tire land was conquered, but they left a 
few drawers of water and hewers of wood 
on some of the best of the land and they 
multiplied and finally gave them trouble. 
This is the case of those who fail to con- 
secrate and put out of their lives every- 
thing that hinders. 


After the land was divided among the 
tribes God had Joshua to appoint them 
cities of refuge. This was to protect the 
people from mob violence, or for the pro- 
tection of slayers of mankind. They 
could run to the city and be protected 
until they could have a trial. Joshua at 
this time was old and stricken in years 
and he gathered all the people together 
and gave them commands as God had 
commanded him. The 24th chapter of 
Joshua gives a beautiful account of 
Joshua’s command to the people. After 
Joshua’s death the people cried unto the 
Lord and said, “Who shall go up for us 
against the Canaanites first, to fight 
against them?” And Judah was selected 
and he went up and the Lord delivered 
the Canaanites and the Perizzites into 
their hand, Ali these wars and troubles 
were the result of Israel’s incomplete 
obedience and rhe Lord refused to drive 
out many of the heathen tribes that re- 
belled, because of their failure. Here we 
find the children of Israel intermarry- 
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ing with these heathen tribes and this in- 
curred the anger of God. After Joshua 
Othniel was the first judge. Under his 
rule the children of Israel did evil. Ehud 
was second judge. All these judges were 
appointed directly by the Lord as those 
in charge cried to Him. All through the 
history of the judges the children of Is- 
rael continued their apostasy, failing to 
observe the laws of God and _ keep in 
touch with Him. Gideon was the sixth 
judge and he was a true man of God 
and fought a victorious battle. Many of 
the enemies were slain and many of the 
altars of Baal were cast down. 

Finally the people began to cry’ unto 
God to be like other folks. They asked 
God to give them a king. This was in 
the days of Samuel. The record shows 
that Samuel was one of the most conse- 
crated servants of God. Never did he 
oppress the people. The Book of Samuel, 
which gives the personal history of Sam- 
uel, the last judge, is one of the most 
interesting books of the Bible. It gives a 
complete history of his life and of how 
he dealt with the people, the selection 
and anointing of the first king and this 
king was Saul, also how Saul failed God 
in not carrying out His plan when He 
had told them to destroy the Amalekites, 
he brought back Agag the king and the 
best of the sheep and oxen for sacrifice. 
God rejected Saul. The selection of a 
king was the first departure from theoc- 
racy, government directed by the Lord 
through His servants. After God’s rejec- 
tion of Saul, David was anointed by 
Samuel as king. 

We find in Acts 13:17-20 that God 
brought these people out of Egyptian 
bondage. He exalted them and dwelt 
among them and when He had destroyed 
seven nations in the land of Canaan, He 
divided the land to them by lot and 
gave them judges about the space of 
450 years until Samuel the prophet, and 
afterwards they desired a king and God 
gave them Saul, the son of Kish, a man 
of the tribe of Benjamin, and when He 
had removed him He raised up David. 
No doub: we have all read the history 
of Saul’s anger and jealousy in trying to 
slay David, how God finally established 
David on the throne. It is said that the 
Lord gave the children of Israel the de- 
sire of their heart but He sent leanness 
in their souls. God was still merciful and 
dwelt with His people and many times 
they were taken captive. Occasionally 
God’s mercy was extended and they re- 
turned to their homeland. They finally 
became subject to Rome and at the birth 
of Christ when they should have been 
close to God and able to discern and to 
also understand the prophecies concern- 
ing their deliverance, they abruptly 
turned Him down and crucified the Son 
of God. This is a sad condition for Is- 
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rael, to reject their long-looked-for Mes- 
siah. That was an awful day when they 
cried, “Crucify him.” And it was at their 
yearly feasts when all of the people were 
gathered from all over the country. 
You have read the story of the trial 
and crucifixion of Jesus, how the dark 
clouds hung over Jerusalem, the rocks 
were rent and many graves were opened. 
Here we have a dark picture of the clos- 
ing of the Dispensation of Law. Under 
this dispensation the obligation was that 
they should sacrifice the best of their 
flocks to the Lord, give Him the tenth 
of all their income, and they were also 
commanded to be holy. Eph. 1:3, 4; 1 
Peter 1:15-19. Peter is here using the 
exact words of the Lord Himself when 
He spoke to Moses and told him that 
He was coming down to visit the people. 
Lev. 11:44, ‘For I am the Lord your 
God: ye shall therefore sanctify your- 
selves and ye shall be holy; for I am holy: 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with any 
manner of creeping thing that creepth 
upon the earth.” If you notice, this word 
is spelled h-o-l-y and it means to be holy 
like God is holy, Lev. 20:7, “Sanctify 
yourselves therefore, and be ye holy: for 
I am the Lord your God.” This proves 


beyond all shadow of a doubt that the’ 


Lord intends for His people to be holy 
like He is holy. We can be just as holy 
as our example, therefore, in all God’s 
dealings with His people He commanded 
them to be holy. 

In Luke 1:73-75, “The oath which he 
sware to our father Abraham, that he 
would grant unto us, that we being de- 
livered out of the hand of our enemies 
might serve him without fear, in holi- 
ness and righteousness before him, all the 
days of our life.” This means in this 
life, and this was the oath that God gave 
Abraham. I: carries through the entire 
Bible that holiness is the standard. Heb. 
12:14, “Follow peace with all men and 
holiness without which no man shall see 
the Lord.” 1 Thess. 5:23, ““And the very 
God of peace sanctify you wholly; and 
I pray God your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preserved blameless urto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.” This is 
spelled w-h-o-l-!-y which means entirely 
wholly—spirit, soul, and body. We feel 
that there is no warrant in the Scriptures 
for anything except a holy, consecrated 
life in all this dispensation.
